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Trustees ignore sit-in 


A two month old sit-in at 
California State University, Chico 
remained unresolved last Tuesday 
as the California State University 
and Colleges (CSUC) Board of 
Trustees adjourned their Los 
Angeles meeting before protesters 
could present their views 

Chico representatives attended 
the meeting in an attempt to urge 
the board to rescind 4 decision ar- 
ming campus police on all 19 state 
college and university campuses 

A student-backed — proposal 
would have allowed each campus 


to decide individually, “one man, 
one vote”, whether police would 
be armed. 

The trustees refusal came on the 
heels of a California State Univer-

sity and Colleges 
President's 
(CSUCSPA) proposal allowing for 
local option on similiar issues in 
the future 

CSUCSPA Legislative Ad- 
vocate Scott Plotkin said the con- 
fusion between the two proposals 
“blew the trustees away.” 

He said consequently the hoard 
“shot the whole thing dead.” They 
thought the two proposals were the 
same,” Plotkin added. Trustee Roy 
Brophy of Sacramento told the 
Hornet yesterday he attended a 


Legal aid

The ASI Executive Committee 
tabled action at its last Thursday 
meeting on a proposal to expand 
the Legal Aid Counseling 
program. 

Steve Fuerch, one of two at- 
torneys in the ASI-funded Legal 
Aid Counseling program, 
appeared with two attorneys from 
the Sacramento - based Group 
Legal, the legal organization offer- 
ing free legal counseling to CSUS 
students in addition te represen- 
ting them in court for a 75 per cent 
cut-rate charge 

The Legal Aid Program is 
staffed by Fuerch, Attorney Dick 
Hediger, and two graduate law 
students. It currently provides only 


legal counseling for CSUS 
students. 
“We postponed a_ decision 


because we do not know what Dick 
(Hediger) thinks and we want to 
offer the program to other Sac- 
ramento attorneys,” ASI Senate 
Chair James Hollenback told the 
Homet. 

At the committee’s request, 
Vice President for Academic Af- 
fairs E. James Archer appeared 
before the group and was querried 
as to why student input was not in- 
corporated into the proposed 
Faculty Review Board. 

The Board, if implemented, 


student presidents meeting in 
Chico last month and “I thought 
they were looking for local control, 
not necessarily on guns.” 

But he said the CSUCSPA 
proposal, followed by an alter- 
native recommendation, made the 
entire issue “too nebulous to han- 
die.” 

Last December, several hun- 
dred Chico students flooded the 
main corridors of the campus ad- 
ministration building and began a 
continuous 24 hour sit-in protest of

Several months ago a Chico 
Strike Collective was formed but 
on Feb. 2 at least 35 of its members 
were arrested for refusing to vacate 
the Chico administration building 
They were charged with tres- 
passing. according to Ed Master- 
son. university relations officer 

Chico President Stanford 
Cazier had issued a memo on Feb 
5 outhning his feelings about the 
strike and a desire to ensure that no 
laws are broken, Masterson said.

Last semester the Board met 
strong Faculty Senate disapproval. 
CSUS President James G. Bond 
agreed to postpone its im- 
plementation until May |, 1976 per 
a Faculty Senate request. 

The faculty believed that it had 
received inadequate time in which 
to respond to the massive changes 
of existing procedures proposed by 
the Board's creation. 

Archer assured the committee 
that no attempt had been made to 


“write the students out” of the 
faculty evaluations processes. 


In reference to current univer- 
sity faculty and student committee 
appointed to select a head football 
coach, Archer remarked: “You 
guys are paying the money and 
therefore you should have a piece 
of the pie. 

“I think you have more input 
than you realize; it is just not being 
put to use,” Archer added. 


The tokenism of student input 
into faculty evaluations could be 
eliminated by making student 
evaluations of all courses and 
instructors mandatory and enter- 
ing the evaluations into 
department records, explained Ar- 
cher.

Tenant legislation to correct 
landlord abuses fails passage

An assembly bill correcting 
many current landlord abuses to 
their tenants failed passage by the 
Assembly Judiciary Committee 

The bill, authored by Assem- 
blyman Alister McAlister, D-San 
Jose, prohibited iandlords from us- 
ing pre-written contracts stipulat- 
ing that tenants must waive their 
rights under the law and limited the 
amount of security deposit to 1'4 
months rent plus any rent paid on 
or before occupancy 

In addition, AB 1672 required 


landlords to account for all 
deposits of tenants and return the 
remaining portion to tenants 
within two weeks after they 
vacated the premises, provided 
that no rental agreement contain a 
nonrefundable security and re- 
quired landlords to maintain rental 
units in a condition fit for human 
habitation 

The bill, which failed passage by 
a vote of 1-3, was strongly sup- 
ported by the California State 
University and Coliege Student 
Presidents Association 
(CSUCSPA) 


Misconduct and brutality 


Investigation draws blank

Last semester CSUS campus 
police officer Dave Howe was ac- 
cused of misconduct and police 
brutality in a letter sent to the 
Hornet 

The Hornet did not print the 
letter so that police chief Don 
Yelverton could carry out an inves- 
tigation to discover the letter’ 
author. As of this date, the inves- 
tigation has not uncovered the 
writer 

Howe was charged in the letter 
that he repeatedly struck one of

The letter provided information 
on the Oct. 4 “misconduct and pos- 
sibie police brutality by an officer 
of the CSUS Police Department”. 

The letter urged that “this type 
of conduct by any member of the 
campus force cannot be tolerated 
and should be fully investigated 
with the findings made known to 
ail members of this university com- 
munity.” 


two men he arrested after a home 
football game on drunk and 
disorderly conduct charges Oct. 4, 
1975. It further stated that the two 
men were forced to lay on the 
grouna outside the police station 
for approximately 45 minutes 
while the arrest report was being 
completed. 

One man, a CSUS student was 
suspended, pending a disciplinary 
hearing for misconduct. He was 
given one year of formal 
probation. 


Those charges were never 
substantiated and the two men 
arrested told the Hornet that Howe 
had not injured them. They stated 
that Howe was against any arrest at 


first, but then took them into cus- 
tody for their own protection. Both 
said they liked Howe and had no ill 








feelings for him 

One man was taken to the 
county jail drunk tank to sleep and 
the other was taken to the county 
medical center for observation 
because of a heart condition 

“It appears through the 
contents of the letter that it came 
from the campus police 
department,” Howe said. He 
would not elaborate further. It is 
supposed that the letter was sent 
through school mail 

-Last November, the inves- 
tigation took on new light when 
Associate Dean of Students Alta 
Harris threatened a reporter with 
suspension unless he revealed 
sources that allegedly revealed con- 
fidential information from that of- 
fice.

Ed Swann, a member of 
CSUSPA who lobbied forcefully 
for the bill, said that the failure of 
passage was due to the “com- 
mittee’s conservative philosophy.” 


“The committee, which favors 
the real estate people, think lan- 
dlords have enough problems as it 
is.” Swann said. 


If passed, the bill would have 
created reforms in favor of tenants 
which would have been in op- 
position to the desires of realtors 
and concerned parties 


Harris is a CSUS student dis- 
ciplinary officer and handled the 
case involving the two students. 

She was later verbally rep- 
rimanded by Dean of Students 
Norm Better for her handling of 
the incident with the Hornet. 

As to the misconduct and 
brutality charges, officials say the 
men were placed on the ground 
outside the police station because 
they were vomiting in the squad 
car. Howe apparently, based upon 
Hornet information and_ inves- 
tigation, did not strike either per- 
son 

Yelverton says he has several 
suspects and will continue the 
investigation until the author of the 
letter is found.

HSA urges 


An independent Living Center, 
Specialized Living Center and 
larger staff were all parts of a 
proposal presented by the CSUS 
Handicapped Students As- 
sociation (HSA) in a Wednesday 
Meeting. 


Tim Beckwith, proposal author 
and HSA member, said that more 
handicapped students will be en- 
rolling in the university in future 
years. He said that CSUS must 
“begin preparing for those future 
students and their specialized 
needs now.” 


Lack of adequate funds, an 
overworked staff and a vague 
definition of staff positions were all 
cited as major problems of the 
HSA. The organization proposed a 
five-point program to improve op- 
portunities for disabled persons on 


some significant degree of 
consent,” he explained. 

593 faculty of the 859 faculty 
eligible to vote casted ballots for 
the Faculty Affairs Committee 
plan in last weeks’ week-long 
referendum, Dyer-Bennet told the 
Hornet last Friday. 

The administration document, 
authored by Archer, received 71 
votes. Fifteen abstaining ballots 
were Cast. 

Voting was up 10 per cent over 
the highest voter turnout of past 
faculty referendums 


“It is heartening, because there 
was an attempt to dissuade them 
that what they wanted to do was 
illegal,” Dyer-Bennet said in 
reference to a legal opinion from 
CSUC Chancellor Glenn §S 
Dumke’s legal staff Archer cir- 
culated to faculty four days before 
the referendum 

Indications of a strong voter 
turnout came late Thursday after- 
noon. 


Dyer-Bennet hopes that the 
department chair question can be 
compromised by undertaking 
negotiations to incorporate the two 
documents. 

CSUS President James G. 
Bond expressed the same hope. 

“I think it is important for 
faculty to sit down with ad- 
ministration to develop policy that 
would fall within CSUC Trustee 
policy and within the faculty 
wishes,” Bond said 

Archer was unavailable for 
comment. 

Archer's plan and the Faculty 
Affairs Committee proposal were 
deemed irreconsibable at the Dec. 
10, 1975 meeting of the Faculty 
Senate. Numerous attempts to for- 
mulate a compromise document 
tailed last semester.

Establishment of an 
Independent Living Center for 
disabled students — possibly in the 
CSUS dormitories — was 
presented as a possibile program 
segm it along with the con- 
tinuance and expansion of the 
Handicapped Student Services 
Center. , 


The proposal also included es- 
tablishment of a Specialized Study 
Center to house large-print 
typewriters, closed-circuit 
television and other special! 
equipment needed for han- 
dicapped students. Beckwith said 
that there were difficulties involved 
with using this specialized 


equipment in the CSUS library. 


A Disabled Students’ Advocacy 
and Planning Center was also 


proposed as part of the HSA 
program. This facility would be 
used as a principle meeting place 
for handicapped students. 

Finally, the HSA recommended 
a staff member increase to aid the 
handicapped. New staff members 
would include a financial aids 
specialist, handicap counselor and 
recreation program director. 

The recreation program would 
be part of the International 
Wheelchair Olympics competition. 

The HSA_ recommendations 
have no source of funding now; the 
state rejected the proposa!s earlier 
for reasons not clear to the HSA. 

Around $500,000 would be 
needed to initiate the programs. 

Both CSUS Chancellor Glenn 
S. Dumke and president James 
Bond were invited to the HSA 
meeting but neither were present.

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Americans should renew forefather liberty Los Rios offers four

“The United States should go 
forward to 1776 in an attempt to 
renew the liberty of their 
forefathers,” claimed Dr. Arthur 
Shenfield, internationally known 
British economist and barrister last 
Friday. 

Dr. Shenfield stated that 1776 
was a protest against excessive 
government. Excessive 
government is the hallmark of the 
modern state and to curb the ex- 
cesses of modern government is to 
go forward in the same direction as 
the men of 1776. 

“Americans took a decisive 
wrong turn in the 1930's. As late as 
1932, for the most part, the United 
States was an old America, for 
people didn’t look to government 
to solve their problems. They just 
used it to protect them,” Dr. Shen- 
field said during a panel discussion 
in the University Union Redwood 
Room. 

“The new Rooseveltian 
America has made it the function 
of government to solve all of it’s 
problems and this only succeeds in 
making the problems more com- 
plex and baffling,” Shenfield said. 

“The state was a referee, not a 
player, and that was the best kind 
of society.” Dr. Shenfield 
claimed.“The old America” 
believed that the function of 
government was to provide a 
framework of law to protect the 
citizen’s freedom. Problems which 
weren't themselves an element in 
the construction or maintenance of 
this legal framework, were left for 
citizens to tackle,” he said. 

Dr. Shenfield also claimed that 
the United States has lost it’s self- 
confidence, and that the youth of 
the country describe their society 
largely asa failure. He said that this 
lack of self-confidence — which is 
new to Americans -- doesn’t stem 
from problems such as the reces- 
sion, Watergate, the Vietnam war, 


poverty, or crime, but from 
modern government’ which 
deterred from the original 


Constitution and Bill of Rights. 
Watergate was used by Dr. 
Shenfield to illustrate a major 
problem that didn’t cause 
America’s present decline of self- 
confidence. He stated that the 
American public, even in their 
“heyday of self-confidence,” 
recognized they had some corrupt 
leaders. He added that there was as

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much to encourage the nation as 
there had been in the Watergate 
scandals to depress it. 

“I say that image is a dream, an 
impossible dream,” said Dr. Mar- 
cus Tool, panelist and professor of 
government, in response to Dr. 
Shenfieid’s presentation. 

Dr. Tool also stated that it has 
become popular to “dump” on 
government, and that Dr. Shen- 
field was vague about alternative

economics student, said h 
basicaly agreed with Shenfieid and 
added that any attempt to change 
or alter society must entail a small 
part of society. 

Dr. Shenfield practiced at the 
English Bar from 1946 to 1955 and 
has held many posts in the British 
Government and in universities. 
He is also the immediate past 
president of the Mont Pelerin 
Society, an international fraternity

Dr. Livingston, professor of 
government and panelist, claimed 
that he shared Dr. Tool’s reactions 
to Dr. Shenfield’s presentation and 
said that the United States hasn't 
yet tried what Dr. Shenfield ac- 
cused them of failing at.

Grant may expand KERS 


if all goes well, KERS may be 
serving the entire Sacramento area 
by 1977. The CSUS station recen- 
tly applied for a Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
grant awarded annually to non- 
commercial radio and television 


stations for physical im- 
provement 
If they receive the money, 


KERS plans to build a new and 
more powerful transmitter and 
antenna in Walnut Grove. 
Antenna height would be raised to 
600 feet, a significant improvement 
over the 70 foot model currently in 
use. The new transmitter would be 
operated by remote control from 
the CSUS station office. 


Estimated cost of the project is 
$120,000, 75 percent of which 
would be paid for with the grant. 

KERS will learn whether they 
will receive the grant in May or 


June and hope to be able to com- 
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plete the project by the summer of

The CSUS Hornets split a pair 
of crucial road basketball games

Mark Olson, the top Aggie 
scorer with 22 points, then 
proceeded to drop in a breakaway 
layup and a pair of free throws to 
tie the score at /0-all 

The Aggies took the lead two 
more times in as Many minutes un- 
til Hornet Russ Carlson cashed in 
on an Olson foul to put CSUS 
ahead for the final time at 75-74 

With 14 seconds showing, the 
Aggies had two chances of pulling 
it out, but freshman guard Audwin 
Thomas missed a short jumper and 
Olson failed to connect on a 
baseline jumper off an inbounds 
pass with Hornet ceriter Dan Cun- 
ningham hauling in the rebound
